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Court Watching: 


Judge Oakley 
binds Brad Fields 
over for murder

After a lengthy preliminary exam on 
Friday, 34th District Court Judge Brian 
A. Oakley bound Brad Edwards Fields 
over to circuit court to face trial on murder 
charges. 

Fields,28, is scheduled for an arraignment 
on the information, possibly May 16 at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 

Fields was charged with felony murder, 
second-degree murder, child abuse, and 
torture. During Friday’s exam two other 
charges were added: conspiracy to commit 
first degree child abuse and conspiracy to 
commit second degree child abuse. 

On April 11 it was announced that after 
a psychiatric exam, Fields had been found 
competent to face murder charges in the 
death of his girlfriend’s four-year-old child, 
Gabrielle Barrett, in a Sumpter Township 
mobile home on New Year’s Day. 

He has been lodged in the Wayne County 
Jail without bond since he and the child’s 
mother were returned to Michigan after 
they were arrested in Georgia as they were 
attempting to flee to Florida. 

His co-defendant, the child’s mother 
Candice Renea Diaz, 25, is being held 
without bond on the same charges. She had 
been sent for a competency exam, as well, 
but the court has yet to get the results of 
the exam. 

On Friday, a Channel 4 News camera was 
present in the jury box to record testimony 
from seven witnesses, including the child’s 
grandmother Cynthia Diaz; Sumpter 
Township Police Officer George Salajan; 
Miranda Irwin and Heather Vitta, forensic 
scientists with the Michigan State Police; 
the child’s school principal Kerry Shelton; 
Sumpter Police Sgt. Elizabeth Egerer; and 
Sumpter Det./Sgt. John Toth.

Van Buren Public Schools to have computers for all

At Monday’s meeting, the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education 
unanimously approved a $650,817.42 
proposal to put computers into the hands of 
all its students, Kindergarten through 12th 
grade. 
Every Belleville High School student will 
have a device to use and take home. 

The purchase will be made with 
Technology budgets from the 2017-18 
and 2018-19 school years, as well as 
$284,730.72 in the Enhancement Millage 
received in the 2017-18 school year. 

Director of Instruction Jeff Moore said 
as part of the district’s strategic plan, they 
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are continuing to purchase additional 
hardware (laptops, tablets) to support 
student learning. 

“As a result of this purchase, all of our 
schools will have increased access to 
technology devices, including Belleville 
High School having one device for every 
student effective for the 2018-19 school 
year,” Moore said. 

BHS will get 1,650 Chromebooks in 
cases with pouches that they can take 
home. McBride Middle School will have 
team-base shared carts with Chromebooks: 
six carts with 36 Chromebooks in each -- 
one cart for every two teachers. 

Owen Intermediate School will get six 
shared carts with 33 Chromebooks in each 
cart. 

The elementary schools will each get four 
to six Tech Tubs with 24-36 eSpark Ipads 
and one cart with 33 Chromebooks in it. 

Sean Garland, IT Network Administrator, 
said they could start the purchasing process 


as early as the next day. He said they are all 
in the warehouse ready to sell. 

When asked about breakage, Garland said 
there is a non-refundable breakage fee and 
he fixes those he can and there is a vendor 
who fixes the rest within a short time. 
The student who is without his regular 
Chromebook, will get to use a loaner. 

When asked if they could put a tracker 
on the computer, Garland said it’s not a 
cost-effective way to track them. He said 
if a computer goes astray, he would send a 
message to bring it back and then make it 
unusable. 

“We can track it in school, but it’s hard if 
it gets outside,” Garland said. 

In other action at the May 14 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a Discovery Education Digital 
Leader Corps proposal for $501,200 to 
provide professional development for 20 
teachers on how to integrate technology

Library hopes to 
open media center in 
Sumpter on Oct. 1

Belleville Area District Library Director 
Mary Jo Suchy told the library board she 
is working on the upcoming budget and 
is planning for the new media center in 
Sumpter Township to open Oct. 1. 

At the library board’s regular meeting 
May 8, Building Committee chairwoman 
Joy Cichewicz said library representatives 
had a meeting with Sumpter Township 
representatives and they are working on 
the details of the new media center. 

Cichewicz said Sumpter will be doing 
the outside work on upgrading the hexagon 
building across from township hall using 
the $200,000 of library funds in escrow 
from a past millage levy. 

Sumpter is working with its engineer 
John Hennessey, who also is the City of 
Belleville engineer who is approving plans 
for the library’s construction in downtown 
Belleville. 

Board member John Juriga said any 
of Sumpter’s money left over after this 
outside work has to be spent on the library 
and it could be used inside. 

“Tt’s good of them to share the effort,” 
Juriga said. 

Originally, the library planned to do all 
the work and its architect had drawn plans 
and been paid for it. 

“We think it would be budget neutral,” 
said board chairwoman Sharon Peters. “We 
set aside $250,000 to do inside work.” She 
said the board had a budget, but because 
Sumpter want to do it their way that would 
be adjusted. She said they want to get 
started this year. 

Cichewicz said after his review of library 
plans in the city Hennessey has asked for 
a deeper base on the main drive in the 
parking area, a 10” base with 4” of asphalt. 
This will cost $45,000 more. 

She said the sanitary sewer plan has to be 
reviewed by the county. 

Cichewicz said the fencing around the 
construction site in downtown Belleville 
was expected to go up May 10 and digging 
to begin May 14. 

She said they were just waiting for the 
deed agreements with the city of Belleville 
to get approved, which they were on May 
7. The library board then approved them at 
its May 8 meeting. 

The approvals were for the city deeding 
the library the part of Fourth Street needed 
for construction and the municipal parking 
lot. The city also deeded the library parcel 
to the library, the first time the library has 
owned that land. Then, the library deeded 
the H&B property to the city and library

VBT LDFEA backs off suggestion to rename Visteon Way

A suggestion to rename Visteon Way in 
what was once called Visteon Village in 
Van Buren Township was brought forward 
by John Delaney at the May 8 meeting 
of the VBT Local Development Finance 
Authority. 

Delaney, who serves as LDFA 
corresponding secretary, explained that 
Visteon Way is a county road and no longer 
belongs to Visteon. He said he looked into 
the procedure necessary to change the 
name of the street and found as far as the 
zip codes and street addresses, “the same 
little old lady in Washington does that.” 

As far as changing the name to “Grace 
Lake Way,” Sovereign, which now owns 
the Grace Lake Corporate Center, doesn’t 
have a problem with that, Delaney said. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara, a 
former county commissioner, told Delaney 
that he got it right on how to do it. He asked 
if there was a letter from Sovereign. 

“T would ask him if he’s willing to change 
this,” Supervisor McNamara said, referring 
to a Sovereign official. 

Delaney said the township is suing 
Visteon and they don’t want Visteon’s 
name on that street. 

LDFA member Doug Peters said: 


“Stop here! Visteon is Sovereign’s most 
prestigious tenant. Let Visteon have what 
it has.” 

Peters, a nationally renowned attorney 
who is now retired, pointed out the law suit 
is yet to be filed and this is not a good idea. 

‘Tm against anything for Visteon,” 
Delaney said. 

LDFA Chairman Michael Dotson said 
there seems to be board consensus that this 
is a question of timing. 

Delaney made a motion, supported by 
Peters to table the discussion of changing 
the name of Visteon Way and the motion 
passed unanimously. 

In other business at the one hour and five 
minute meeting, the LDFA: 

e Discussed the erection of the large new 
electronic sign on Grace Lake property 
along I-275 to promote parcel sales that 
has a place for digital LED messages from 
VBT at the bottom. Now it reads , “Welcome 
to Van Buren Township,” but it could be 
changed to say other things. Any messages 
would go through the supervisor’s office. 
Akers noted that Wayne County has given 
approval for the new building at Grace 
Lake, but ground breaking has not yet been 
set; 

e Learned there are three vacancies on 
the LDFA now that Danylo Dobriansky 


had to resign because he has been elevated 
to silent partner at Sovereign. Another 
Sovereign representative will be appointed. 
A representative has been needed from the 
county for a long time and, reportedly, now 
Commissioner Al Hadious is working on 
that. Also, another member is needed from 
the community and those interested should 
apply; 

e Discussed listing with a Realtor the 
property the LDFA owns on Ecorse Road 
and decided against it. Delaney said the 
three properties around their property 
are all up for sale. Peters said the LDFA 
should take its property off the market 
until the adjacent properties are sold. 
Dotson directed Ron Akers, VBT director 
of planning and economic development, to 
make no further move to list the property 
and bring it back at a future time. Akers 
said if someone broaches the township 
he’ll bring the offer to the LDFA. The 
small piece of property is west of Hannan 
Road near the entryway to Grace Lake 
Corporate Center; 

e Accepted a packet of information 
prepared by Akers on changes to state law 
regarding tax increment financing (TIF) 
bodies across the state, including the VBT 
LDFA and the VBT DDA.

Is there hope for 
VBT meetings? 


Tuesday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees was pathetic. 
VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara pushed 
through a new meetings policy -- draft #8 
-- that he hopes will make his meetings 
professional, starting the first meeting in 
June. 

We can hardly wait. Tuesday’s meeting 
included a censure of Trustee Frazier, 
mainly for a charge that is yet to be 
adjudicated; announcement by Clerk 
Wright that he had reported Trustee White 
to the police for a threat and the township 
attorney had been brought to the meeting 
just in case; announcement by White that 
misuse of a township credit card is a felony 
and he is gathering evidence against Clerk 
Wright -- and that’s just some of it. 

Supervisor McNamara has never run 
meetings before he was elected VBT 
supervisor and he’s having a hard time 
with this board. Trustee Frazier is well- 
informed and speaks out. McNamara said 
Tuesday that half of what she says is not 
true. We haven’t found that to be the case. 

His new meetings’ policy is aimed at 
shutting up Frazier and White, who speak 
freely on things they find questionable. 
Well, Supervisor McNamara, you’re not 
going to get a board that supports you 
100%. Get over it. 

This rumpus makes us long for the skills 
of Sumpter Township supervisors Marvin 
Banotai and Johnny Vawters who would let 
people speak until they were done and then 
smile and be friends. Rules that shut people 
up are chilling.

Last week’s Crain’s Detroit Business 
magazine featured a front-page story on the 
sale of a local business, L&W, to former 
Metaldyne Performance Group, Inc. CEO 
George Thanaopoulos and his New York 
private equity partner KPS Capital Partners. 
The article said metal stamper L&W operates 
23 facilities with 3,200 employees with 
plants in Michigan, Ohio, Tennessee, and 
Texas. L&W was family owned and current 
president Scott Jones and management will 
remain in place. Thanopoulos will serve as 
executive chairman. 

Before the May 8 meeting of the VBT 
Local Development Financial Authority 
(LDFA) Ron Akers said that the upgrading 
of McBride Road is scheduled to begin on 
June 18. 

Van Buren Township has obviously lost 
interest in the environment. The March, 
April, and May monthly meetings of the 
Environmental Commission have been 
cancelled. 

I think it was in January that Matt Best told 
the commission it had to make a decision 
soon on its recommendation on the proposed 
drawdown of Belleville Lake next year. It 
was vital that they make a recommendation 
soon, so plans could get started. 

From Matt’s long report at Monday’s 
work/study session of the VBT Board 
of Trustees, he’s been kept busy with 
Supervisor McNamara’s recent discovery 
that there is $1.9 million more revenues than 
expenditures for the 2017 fiscal year. Matt 
laid out 21 projects to spend $850,000 of 
that amount. 

When board members expressed surprise 
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that there was money left over in the budget, 
McNamara said he told them at the Chamber 
of Commerce meeting at Wayne County 
Community College. They don’t remember 
that announcement. 

My son Jim took me for a Mother’s Day 
drive through Lower Huron Metropark to see 
the flowering trees, which were beautiful. 

The Huron River had flooded its banks in 
many places and those areas were blocked 
off so bicyclists and others didn’t end up 
swamped.

Babies are born the same way they have 
been from the beginning of time. Only the 
techniques and methods of delivery may 
have changed (depending on the country 
or culture). I know of no pills nor serums 
nor libation that can be ingested to make 
young people smarter today than they were 
100 years ago. We are all birthed the same 
way. We are all birthed equal -- until we take 
that first breath. Then DNA, IQ, short, tall, 
looks, hair, etc., etc. differentiate each one 
of us. We cease being equal. We become 
individuals with our own personalities, 
IQs, moods, speech modulation, and all the 
factors that make us human beings. We also 
label stages of growth by the years we spend 
on earth from baby to senior citizen. 

In today’s society, probably the worst label 
occurs after the 12th year and doesn’t end 
until the end of the 19th year on earth. That 
label is “teenager!” And, there’s nothing 
that each human being can do to change 
it. Whether it be concept or precept, the 
attributes of “teenager” is a rite of passage 
to adulthood. 

At the National Honor Society induction 
of “Distinguished Graduates” and new 
members those present witnessed an 
outstanding presentation of outstanding 
“teenagers!” Let’s face the facts. Ninety- 
nine-point-nine percent of teenagers and 
youngsters are GREAT! Where was the 
coverage of the State/National DECA 
conference in Detroit for the hundreds 
of state competitors in Marketing and 
Entrepreneurship and thousands of national 
competitors in Atlanta, GA? Was there 
one TV or radio reporter there? What is 
the percentage of local/national coverage 
of the Robotics Competition vs. teenage 
shootings? It’s the 1/10th of 1% who get 
100% of the publicity news. 

But, not much can be done to ameliorate 
the status quo. The media (and I refer to 
all types from TV, radio, magazines, and 
newspapers) report the news as something 
that is unusual, sensational, sense-appealing, 
exotic, non-typical or just plain appalling. 
They stimulate the primal senses of gory 
accidents, seamy alliances, violent actions/ 
behavior and are the “meat and potatoes” of 
high-profile journalism that feeds the carnal 
basic instinct of human nature. As just a 
couple of examples: 1. See how traffic slows 
because of a car accident or just pulled 
over to the side -- hoping to see what? The 
blood, guts, and maimed body lying there 
in the front seat? What should happen is 
traffic should be flowing rapidly by -- not 
rubbernecking. 2. What is the audience at a 
speedway paying top dollar to see? Car after 
car monotonously passing the startling line 
.. around and around at breakneck speeds, 
weaving in and out, determined to be first 
to finish -- or -- is it the anticipation of 
crushing steel as it plows into the concrete 


wall and wheels fly in four directions while 
the driver remains chained to the car seat 
careening down the speedway? Does the 
audience turn its head in revulsion or stare 
with anticipation and sensuality that looms 
on the horizon as brutality at its finest? 

Yes, the definition of news is that “... it 
is unusual, different, sensual, a rarity.” 
On the positive side, I reckon that it’s 
understandable that what those 99.9% are 
doing is wonderful and we should really 
be worried if the headlines read “Teenagers 
do well!” because that would be news and 
unusual and I would be moving to Australia!

into the classroom. Board member Alison 
Bennett said what is happening is, “You 
get the technology, now how do you use 
it?” Parent Angela Mears noted there is a 
shortage of substitutes and it might be a 
problem to take the 20 teachers out of their 
classrooms for training; 

e Approved making Lacrosse an official 
varsity sport beginning with the 2018-19 
school year at an additional cost of $16,500 
to the Athletic Budget and to approve a 
cooperative agreement with Huron High 
School in New Boston for the team. 
Lacross has been a successful club sport at 
both the Junior Varsity and Varsity levels at 
BHS since 2007; 

e Heard a Wellness Policy presentation 
by Karen Waller, Food Service Manager. 
She said the policy has to be updated every 
three years and she worked with the Health 
Advisory Committee using a Michigan 
Department of Education prototype on 
nutrition education, food service, and 
physical education; 

e Approved the contract with Marco’s 
Pizza to be extended for one year to provide 
pizzas to the district for the 2018-19 school 
year. Waller said cost is $7.50 per pizza 
and 6,000 were provided this year at a cost 
of $42,000. “He follows all the rules and 
it’s the best ever” pizza, Waller said; 

e Approved a settlement agreement 
between the Van Buren Education Support 
Team (VBEST) and the Van Buren 
Schools not to exceed $50,000. Director 
of Human Resources Abdul Madyun 
explained that during the 2015-16 school 
year, the Transportation Department filed 
grievances and VBEST has four separate 
grievances that were going to arbitration. 
The union and the district agreed to put 
those grievances on hold because of what 
was going on in the district. This is a 
settlement between the two groups to settle 
the outstanding issues. Madyun said the 
grievances had to do with employee hours 
and pay, per the contract. He said research 
showed what was on the time cards and 
what was being paid wasn’t correct. “We 
did make mistakes,” agreed Supt. Pete 
Kudlak. Madyun said this agreement 
will clean up the grievances and possible 
arbitration, “And now we have none at 
all.” He said they found 61 bus drivers that 
would get $820 each. They would make 
sure everything is correct before finalizing 
the agreement; 

e Heard Susan Featheringill present 
the first reading of policy changes that 
included reducing the board pay from $30 
per meeting, with a cap of one meeting per 
day, to $30 per meeting, not more than 52 
times. Board President Keith Johnston said 
at a recent training session they were told 
that board members can’t serve as school 
volunteers because it is a conflict. Supt. 
Kudlak said he would check that out and 
bring information back to the board; 

e Approved the annual Wayne RESA 
budget; 

e Approved the termination of Kelli 
Kubrak, a McBride Middle School teacher 


who is relocating after three years of 
service, as of June 30; and the hiring of 
Dana Nanni as a special education teacher 
at Owen, as of May 3; 

e Approved the retirements of 
Nancy Stoddart, after 16 years in the 
Transportation Department, as of June 
21; Janine Alexander, after 19 years in 
Transportation as of June 14; and Chance 
Lowell, a paraprofessional with less than 
one year of service, resigning as of May 
16. Also approved was the hiring of Nicole 
Stephenson for a paraprofessional position 
at Owen; 

e Approved the Saturday, June 9, annual 
Family Fun Day trip to Cedar Point, 
Sandusky, Ohio, for 80-100 eighth-grade 
band members at McBride, at a cost of $50 
to $55, depending on transportation; 

e Witnessed presentation of a framed 
certificate to Morgan Bennett, design 
winner of the T-shirt for the McBride 5K 
Fun Run, to be held Saturday, May 19; 

e Witnessed presentation of $24,937 in 
grants to teachers by the Van Buren Public 
Schools Education Foundation; 

e Heard Director of Instruction Moore 
say he and Supt. Kudlak attended a Wayne 
RESA event on Teacher Leaders and 
brought three teachers from Van Buren 
along who were feted: Jen Garland, Tracy 
Delfuoco, and Jason Strzalkowski.

School Board approves 
trips to Washington, 
Toledo Mud Hens’ game

At its April 16 meeting, the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education approved 
an eighth-grade trip to Washington, D.C. 
in 2019 and trips for Kindergarten to fifth 
graders to the Toledo Mud Hens game on 
May 16. 

Jason Strzalkowski of the McBride Middle 
School staff again will lead the trip to 
Washington to have students get a look at 
their government in action and visit national 
sites. 

The students and chaperones will travel 
by five chartered buses leaving May 9, 2019 
and returning May 11, 2019. Other teachers 
going will be Pam O’ Neill, Norma Richards, 
Tim Miller, and Andrew Mills. 

Cost to each student is $649, which is paid 
by parents/guardians and scholarships. 

The board also approved a school bus trip by 
90 Owen Intermediate School fifth graders 
and 110 Kindergarten through fourth-grade 
students from Tyler Elementary School for a 
Toledo Mud Hens baseball game on May 16. 

The cost to Owen students is $10 each and 
Tyler students pay $5 each, due to a Mud 
Hens’ grant and PTO participation. Owen 
students are doing school lessons as part of 
the trip and Tyler students are being rewarded 
for rating high in the Positive Behavioral 
Interventions and Support program. 
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In other business in the 25-minute meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
announce that he just got word that the state 
had forgiven the two extra days beyond the 
limit that Van Buren Public Schools were 
closed for emergencies. He said the district 
will have its last regular day of school, as 
planned, on June 14. He said even that day’s 
closure of Edgemont Elementary School 
for having no power was excused. He said 
the bus garage also was without power that 
day, which raised problems to overcome. 
If there are any further closures this school 
year, they will not be taken off this school 
calendar, he said; 

e Approved the hiring of Kristen Slaughter 
as a Belleville High School Guidance 
Counselor as of April 10. Slaughter, who 
lives in Southgate, has an Educational 
Specialist degree from Tennessee State 
University, a School Counseling Certificate 
from TSU and Master of Education from 
TSU. She was a school counselor, testing 
coordinator, and teacher in the Metropolitan 
Nashville Public Schools; 

e Heard Supt. Kudlak say he and other 
district representatives visited a New 
Tech Elementary School south of South 
Bend, Indiana, and were impressed with 
the project-based learning for the younger 
students; and 

e Held a special, closed-door session to 
consider a student reinstatement request and 
then in open session granted the request with 
stipulations.

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Bellino bill limiting 
access to nitrous oxide 
signed into law 


When State Rep. Joe Bellino learned that 
young people were using small canisters of 
nitrous oxide — more commonly known as 
laughing gas — as a recreational drug, he 
knew something had to be done. 

On May 10, his bill making “whippets,” 
as the canisters are called, more difficult for 
people under the age of 18 to purchase was 
signed into law. The bipartisan measure 
prohibits sale of whippets to minors and 
enables prosecutors to seek fines from 
those who sell the canisters knowing they 
will be used illegally. 

“We realized the use of nitrous oxide as 
a recreational inhalant was on the rise, and 
current law had a loophole not specifically 
banning sales to minors,” said Rep. Bellino, 
R-Monroe, who teamed up with state Rep. 
Stephanie Chang, D-Detroit, in sponsoring 
the legislation. 

“These new laws establish a fine for 
knowingly selling a whippet to a minor. 
We have some common-sense exceptions, 
such as health care professionals who 
dispense nitrous oxide legally as part of 
their jobs. We are going after bad actors 
who knowingly sell whippets so kids can 
get high.” 

House Bills 5463 and 5464 are now PAs 
136-137 of 2018.

Sgt. Egerer and Det. Toth read cellphone 
messages back and forth between the 
couple on what they were doing or going 
to do to the child. 

On New Year’s Day at about 10:43 a.m., 
police were called to Greenmeadow Drive 
in Rawsonville Woods 
and found a family 
member administering 
CPR. The girl was , 
unresponsive with 
several burns to her 
extremities. She was 
transported to the 
hospital where she was — 
pronounced dead. After Fields 
the medical examiner ruled the child’s 
death as a homicide, the couple fled the 
state. 

In May 2016 the couple was at the 
center of a daylong case that brought the 
Michigan State Police Tactical Response 
Unit to 84 Greenmeadow to help Sumpter 
Police because it was believed Fields was 
armed and barricaded in the home. 

Fields was arrested on two felony charges: 
possession of a weapon by a felon and 
felony firearm. He also was charged with 
the misdemeanor of aggravated assault. 
Fields’ felony charges were dismissed by 
Judge Oakley. 

Diaz was arrested then, as well, and she 
got two years of probation after pleading 
guilty to alteration of gun markings 
and possession of prescription forms. A 
warrant was put out for her arrest on Jan. 
8 for violation of probation after the most 
recent charges.

Court Watching: 
Joel Leys bound over on 


charges of using credit 
card of dying woman 


On May 2 before 34th District Court 
Judge Brian Oakley, Joel William Leys, 
32, of Belleville waived his preliminary 
exam on three charges of illegal sale/use of 
a financial transaction device (credit card) 
on May 13, 2017. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice on May 16 for his arraignment on 
the information. Leys is free on $5,000 
personal recognizance bond. 

Leys, an employee of a tow company 
and tow yard, is charged with use of a bank 
card belonging to a woman ejected in a 
crash in Romulus last year. 

The crash happened May 13, 2017, at 
northbound I-275 and W. Huron River 
Drive in Romulus. The driver, a young 
woman from Erie, PA, was ejected and 
remained in a coma until dying five days 
later. 

The victim’s family members told 
Michigan State Police troopers about 
the draining of the deceased’s checking 
account and sent a list of the unauthorized 
transactions. 

The purchases were tracked and 
authorities said one was from a pizza shop 
near the tow yard that was called to remove 
the victim’s vehicle from the crash scene. 
The pizza shop gave authorities an address 
and a phone number. Both allegedly 
matched an employee of the tow company. 

The same employee allegedly used 
the bank card to pay for car insurance 
and tickets to Michigan International 
Speedway. 

Authorities say Leys removed the victim’s 
bank card from her purse, which was inside 
the vehicle the date of the crash. The tow 
company where Leys worked is used by

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Keystone board holds budget 
hearing at Kabob Garden

It was the last board meeting of a longtime 
member of the board of directors of Keystone 
Academy, so they held the meeting at Kabob 
Garden restaurant in Belleville. 

On May 10, Keystone’s annual meeting 
and budget hearing was called to order 
around a dinner table with a white tablecloth 
on which plates of rice and chicken and beef 
and hummus and other goodies, vied with 
the paperwork for the meeting, which was 
tucked in between the plates. 

National Heritage Academies picked up 
the bill for dinner. 

“We wanted to make it special,” said board 
president Vesta Losen. 

It was vice-president Susan Meland’s 
last meeting since she had sold her house 
and moved to Wisconsin. She waited until 
the very end of the meeting to submit her 
resignation so the board would have a 
quorum. 

Treasurer Carol Manley had already 
submitted her resignation and she had one 
more meeting before it took effect. Her son 
had graduated from eighth grade at Keystone 
and now was attending school in Flat Rock. 
Manley wanted to be active with her son’s 
activities at his new school. 

The board interviewed a candidate for a 
three-year board term to replace Manley as a 
parent board member. 

Charlene Derrick has an eighth-grade son 
who is graduating this year and heading 
on to Belleville High School. She also has 
a second grader at Keystone. Derrick said 
she is a manager at Bath & Body Works at 
Laurel Park mall in Livonia. 

The board voted unanimously to recommend 
Derrick to Bay Mills Community College as 
Keystone’s new board member. Keystone 
is authorized as a charter school by Bay 
Mills and there are several steps to follow to 
approve a board member. 


They still have to find someone from the 
community to fill Meland’s vacancy. Those 
interested in the volunteer position may 
contact school Principal Keturah Godfrey. 

In other business at the May 10 meeting, 
the board: 

e Tabled the election of officers until a 
future meeting when the board membership 
is finalized; 

e Held a budget hearing on the 2018-19 
proposed $6.9 million budget and then later 
unanimously approved it. NHA Director of 
Financial Operations Jeff Ratuszny said the 
budget was constructed with the following 
assumptions: 787 students for fall 2018, 28 
classrooms utilized, and $7,856 per pupil 
funding. Treasurer Manley, a CPA, prepared 
a detailed financial analysis of the general 
fund budget. Among the many details, it 
showed average students per classroom for 
the coming year as 28.1; 

e Reappointed Jeff Henders as FOIA Officer, 
CS3 law as board legal counsel, AHERA 
(Asbestos Hazard Emergency Response 
Act) contact as Director of Construction Joe 
Sprys and Title VI, title IX and Section 504 
contact as Principal Godfrey; 

e Tabled adoption of the School 
Improvement Plan for study. It is due to be 
adopted by September; 

e Authorized the board president to approve 
the board response to the Reauthorization 
Feedback Report; 

e Discussed the scholarship offered to high 
school seniors who are Keystone graduates. 
The scholarship program started this year 
at Belleville High School and six seniors 
applied. The scholarship was for $1,000 
with $500 from the PTO and $500 from the 
school board. A parent had suggested that 
everyone who applied get a $100 award, 
as well. The board was not interested in 
expanding the payments; and 

e Officially accepted Meland’s resignation, 
effective May 31.

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VBT Board works on policy in progress at work/study session

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said he was calling the May 
10 work/study session to discuss a fair and 
inclusive Meeting Conduct Policy. 

He said his goals were for the meetings to 
be efficiently run, the tone to be respectful, 
and to keep comments strictly on subject. 

He said he has gone to training classes 
and spoken with township attorneys on the 
subject. 

Supervisor McNamara said in discussions 
he serves as a “traffic cop,” but he has no 
desire to become a “cop cop.” 

“This is the board’s meeting, not mine,” 
McNamara said. 

He said the draft policy, which was 
presented at the meeting as the “fifth draft” 
was for a cumulative review and if it’s not 
fair, they’ll change it. 

McNamara thanked his assistant Dan 
Selman, attorney Dave Greco, and Trustee 
Reggie Miller for working on the policy. 
He also thanked other board members. 

He said almost everything conforms to 
Robert’s Rules of Order, but that is 1,500 
pages long. 

He said the public watching the meeting 
on cable TV doesn’t know the agenda so he 
wants to add “Executive Summary” to tell 
them what is going to happen. 

He said the public usually watches the 
first half hour before switching the channel, 
so he wants to put the correspondence, 
announcements, and presentations all 
together at the beginning of the meeting. 

He said the part where people had to let 
everyone know they were tape recording 
a meeting was removed because it’s 
illegal. Under the Open Meetings Act such 
recordings are legal. 

Also, people may bring signs to meetings 
under the Open Meetings Act as long as 
they don’t interfere with the meeting. 

McNamara said they looked at meeting 
rules from Novi, Canton, and Westland in 
putting together the revised policy. 

Trustee Paul White said he was 100% 
against limiting the amount of time board 
members can talk. 

“We work for the public. We should be 
able to explain the historical background,” 
he said. “Let them speak until they are 
done.” 

“This came from Ann Arbor,” McNamara 
said. 

“We don’t care where it’s from, 
Marcelle Henderson. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said larger 
communities have more items to address 
on an agenda. 

“Is three minutes too long?” McNamara 
said of the time he proposed allotting to 
board members. 

“You should not cut off a board member,” 
Trustee White said. 

Trustee Kevin Martin said he was 
concerned about the limited amount 
of time for board members. He said if 
someone brought up something that needs 
to be addressed again, the board member 


> said 


would not be allowed to say what needs to 
be said. 

Trustee Miller said some of the problems 
arise from board members monopolizing 
discussion. There shouldn’t be debates at 
meetings and speakers shouldn’t go off on 
tangents with an “Old Man River story,” 
she said. 

“We need to make meetings run smoothly, 
but they don’t right now,” Miller said. 

“It’s not working the way we’re doing it,” 
McNamara said. 

“PI go along wh it,” 
Martin. 

“I don’t think board members should be 
on the clock,” Miller added. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said three minutes 
is long enough. 

Trustee White said, “Sharry is here all day 
and we want to find out what’s happening.” 

Treasurer Budd said they don’t want to 
hear statements “ad nauseum.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said they could have 
a four-hour board meeting with each board 
member speaking three minutes and then 
another three minutes all around for 42 
minutes on one subject. 

Trustee White said if he can’t speak out 
on what he needs to at a meeting, he will 
have to write for Thursday’s Independent. 

McNamara said that’s all right with him. 

McNamara kept referring to a paper in 
front of him and when he was asked what it 
was, he said it was a matrix that he devised 
with problems, how to fix them, and his 
personal notes. 

John Delaney said it would be available 
under the Freedom of Information Act and 
McNamara said he would give it to the 
Independent and he did at the end of the 
meeting. 

After discussing several items, McNamara 
said because of the First Amendment, you 
can say whatever you want, “unfortunately, 
you can do so...” 

Trustee White pointed to Clerk Wright 
and said, “He and I went through ... a recall 
and Budd supported the recall and now I 
say good morning to her and she walks 
right by me...” 

“She never speaks to him,” 
Trustee Frazier. 

White said he can’t forget what happened 
with the recall and he will continue to try 
to be cordial to Budd, who won’t respond 
to his courtesies. 

In discussing a proposal to ban use of 
cell phones at a meeting, Trustee Frazier 
said that at the last meeting Clerk Wright

was texting quite a bit and she looked in 
the audience and saw someone was texting 
him. 

“No, I wasn’t texting,’ Clerk Wright 
responded. 

After more discussion, White said, “We 
seem to forget we work for the residents. 
Let them speak out.” 

A proposal to let the Sergeant at Arms, 
who would be a VBT police officer, make 
the call on policing the audience met with 
resistance. 

Trustee Miller said it shouldn’t be put on 
a police officer. 

McNamara said he is hard of hearing 
and can’t hear the audience when there is a 
disruption. He said he is still going to ask a 
police officer to do that. 

“You shouldn’t have a police officer do 
that,” Miller insisted. 

“Don’t attack me when you’re upset with 
the audience,’ McNamara said to Miller. 
“You yell at me.” 

Trustee Martin asked if it was McNamara’s 
intention to have a police officer at every 
meeting from now on and McNamara said 
it was. 

When it was time for public comment at 
the end of the two-hour meeting, Delaney 
had several remarks including those on 
heated discussions. He said when someone 
pushes McNamara’s buttons, “he tilts and 
wigs out.” 

He said “memories don’t dissolve

Delaney also quoted 34th District Court 
Judge Brian Oakley as saying that public 
safety officers cannot stifle a resident 
in a meeting without the direction of the 
chairperson. 

McNamara said the policy changes were 
a project in motion, as he adjourned the 
meeting.

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VBT planners approve final site plan for Constellium buildings

In a new procedure that accelerates 
development in Van Buren Township, 
Constellium got final site plan approval 
for a building expansion and an accessory 
building at its very first appearance before 
the planning commission on this project. 

In the past, it took several steps and at 
least a month or two to get to this point. 

At the May 9 regular meeting of the 
planning commission, Ron Akers, director 
of planning and economic development, 
explained. 

“... this process differs from our typical 
process as the applicant has elected to 
submit construction drawings prior to 
preliminary site plan approval,” he wrote 
in a memo, noting this was a risk for the 
applicant. 

“It is due to the earlier submittal and 
approvals from our township engineer and 


Wayne County that we are able to consider 
this project for final site plan approval prior 
to obtaining preliminary site plan approval. 
We have completed our review based upon 
the standards of the Township’s Zoning 
Ordinance.” 

The project includes a 50,55 1-square- 
foot addition to the south end of an existing 
industrial building at 6331 Schooner Drive, 
and construction of a 20,000 square foot 
detached accessory building for storage to 
the east side of the property. 

Included in the project are related site 
improvements consisting of parking areas, 
drives, sidewalks, utilities, landscaping 
and lighting. 

Akers said the accessory building is 
compliant with the standards in the recent 
Zoning Ordinance amendment that the 
commission forwarded to the township 
board regarding accessory buildings. 

He said the first reading of the amendment

was approved by the township board and 
the second reading was scheduled to be 
approved May 15. 

Approval of the final site plan was given 
contingent upon the township board’s 
approval of the amendment. 

Wayne Perry of Desine, Inc., representing 
Constellium, reminded the commission 
that three years ago the business expanded 
and now they are expanding again. 

The commission also approved a tree 
removal permit for 81 trees, most of 
which are considered “removable” under 
township ordinances. They will be replaced 
with 16 trees. 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson was interested in the details of 


the accessory building construction, since 
it was labeled a “fabric structure.” 
Constellium architect Karl Vollmar 
explained that it was a steel structure bolted 
to a cement slab and the structure has a 
cover that is fabric. It is an unheated space 
that can be disassembled and transported. 
Thompson asked if it was lighted and 
if it might glow at night. Vollmar said the 
lights were inside at the top and they were 
motion activated. He said he didn’t believe 
the building would be glowing at night. 
Akers said the accessory building was 
to house plastic totes that had been stored 
in the open which was in violation of the 
ordinance. Moving them inside would 
bring the property into compliance, he said. 


VBT Planners OK temporary land 
use for Atchinson Ford parking

Atchinson Ford will be able to temporarily 
park about 200 of its cars on property at 
8705 Belleville Road following action 
of the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission at its regular meeting April 
25. 

Craig Atchinson explained that the car 
dealer is busting at the seams and needs a 
place to park vehicles. He said the cars have 
to be inspected by Ford Credit and will be 
parked as in a parking lot so inspectors can 
get in and around them. 

Atchinson said the property is fenced 
and a part of the fence is collapsed and he 
will repair it. He said they wouldn’t use the 
whole parcel, parking more to the front. 

Atchinson said Atchinson Ford is willing 
to either lease or purchase the property to 
park their lease turn-in vehicles and new 
vehicle inventory overage. He said the 
oldest vehicle would be three years old. 

He said he understands this property is 
not zoned for such use at this time. He 
said he’s willing to vacate the property 
should an investor come along that wants 
to develop the property to something that 
meets the current zoning criteria and a 
better development of the property. 


He said the company would be willing 
to put an investment into the property to 
make sure it is maintained better than it is 
today. But, if they only obtain a lease, they 
would only put a minimal investment into 
the property. If Atchinson Ford purchases 
it, he would be willing to put in more of an 
investment. 

Should Atchinson Ford purchase 8705 
Belleville Road, the company would be 
willing to keep the property on the market 
should a more suitable tenant come along. 

A vegetative buffer already exists 
between the property and the mobile home 
park to the north. The setback for parking 
the vehicles will be 10 feet from Belleville 
Road and the south property line (adjoining 
the ice cream shop/putt putt golf) and 20 
feet from the north and east property lines. 

Temporary uses for more than seven 


consecutive days requires planning 
commission approval. The commission 
unanimously approved a one-year 


temporary land use permit. 

Planning Commissioner Medina 
Atchinson recused herself, left the board 
table, and took a seat in the audience next 
to her husband Craig Atchinson during the 
discussion and vote on their request.

McFall gets felony 


domestic charge reduced 
to misdemeanor

On April 25, 34th District Court Judge 
David Parrott dismissed a felony charge 
of domestic violence against Jeffrey Glen 
McFall, 30, which allegedly had occurred 
in Van Buren Township on March 27. 

The prosecutor recommended a 
misdemeanor domestic violence charge 
replace the felony. The prosecutor also 
said the 30 days in jail fulfilled his jail 
penalty but he should also have two years 
of probation, substance abuse evaluation, 
an anger-management class and no contact 
with his grandmother, the victim. 

Judge Parrott said he is not willing to 
follow the prosecutor’s recommendation 
unless McFall takes the judge’s domestic 
violence course every month -- and makes 
progress. 

“That’s the only way I’m willing to 
assume oversight of this,” Judge Parrott 
said. 

Court-appointed attorney David Langford 
conferred with his client and then said 
McFall had no objection. 

“If you don’t progress, PI jail you,” 
Judge Parrott said to McFall, adding he can

Judge Parrott said records show that in 
the earlier two cases one victim was his 
girlfriend/wife and the second was his 
grandmother. 

Judge Parrott found him guilty of 
domestic violence second and dismissed 
domestic violence third. Jail time has 
been served and he must serve 24 months 
probation. 

He said he could have him serve 30 
days in jail every two months for lack of 
progress. 

“TI keep doing that if you don’t 
progress,” Judge Parrott said. “There will 
be no further jail if you comply.” 

He said there will be substance abuse 
treatment as determined by the probation 
department and a total fee of $1,945.

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Three die in 6-vehicle 
crash at Belleville/ 
Ecorse stoplight 


At 5:45 p.m. Tuesday, May 8, police 
received word of a six-vehicle collision at 
the intersection of Belleville and Ecorse 
roads in Van Buren Township. 

Three people died at the scene. 

VBT Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain said five vehicles were southbound 
on Belleville Road and had stopped for the 
traffic light. A sixth driver didn’t stop and 
crashed into the vehicle in front of him, 
starting a chain reaction. The crash caused 
that stopped vehicle to explode on impact, 
killing a mother and her 13-year-old son. 

Director Laurain identified the driver of 
the vehicle that didn’t stop as Robert Dulin 
III, 44, of Canton, who was killed in the 
crash. His 10-year-old son was in the front 
seat of the vehicle, but was not injured. 
The boy was the only person taken to the 
hospital from the crash. 

Director Laurain said the boy was taken 
to the hospital to be checked out. He was all 
right physically, but suffering emotionally. 

The mother and son who died in the 
burning car were Naomi Uselman, 39, and 
Dominick Uselman, 13, both of Canton. 

Van Buren Township police and fire crews 
closed the intersection down for hours for 
investigation and cleanup. 

Director Laurain said the investigation 
continues as they try to figure out why 
Dulin didn’t stop. He said they are looking 
at possible medical issues, mechanical 
issues, texting, and other things. He said 
there was no indication that alcohol was 
involved, but he said results of the autopsy 
and toxicology tests will be examined. 

Director Laurain said the scene of the 
crash with the tangled cars, with one afire, 
was traumatic and some of the witnesses 
were crying. 

He said this was the third fatal incident 
that police, fire, and dispatch workers had 
worked through in the last three weeks and 
public safety department employees will 
go through a stress debriefing Wednesday 
night, with counsellors present. 

Laurain said they had planned to have 
such a session after the first fatal incident, 
but then it was put off when the second 
incident happened. Then the accident 
occurred and he said the stress debriefing 
was critical and they were having it right 
away.
